So accustomed are we to our 
modern coins that few of us pause to 
consider their origin and, just as im- 
portant, the origin of their names. 

lor instance, the penny, the 
oldest of the current English coins, 
is very interesting. First struck in 
silver in the 8th century A.D., its 
name is derived from the latin pendo 
(to weigh) from the time when money 
was weighted out. The ‘‘D’’, as used 
in notating its denomination, is taken

Curious though, is 
the fact that large silver coins were 
struck in Saxony in the year 1500 
before the Joachimstalers were first 
struck in 1525.

As the German gold mines were 
becoming exhausted the gold pieces 
(original guldengroschen) were gradu- 
ally alloyed with silver, and one 
supposes that as the transformation 
became complete, it was not difficult 
for the first acceptable nickname to 


become permanent. Hence, Joachim-

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MARDI GRAS DOUBLOONS - A TRIBUTE TO ONE MAN 


Somewhere in the deep mud of the Mississippi River, near the foot of New Orleans' 
Esplenade Street, lay a number of hand engraved coper plates. If salvaged, they would 
represent a potential fortune to one reproducing the sketches of the late H. Alvin Sharpe. 
The artist himself threw the plates into the river to insure that no copies would be made 
while he was off serving his country in the Merchant Marines durmg World War II 


Sharpe's claim to fame came not from his limited edition scenes of New Orleans, but as the 
man who introduced the aluminum, silverdollar-sized doubloons to Mardi Gras. Recently 
ten million souvenir coins were thrown to the crowds lining the parade route through New 
Orleans’ French Quarter. The number, the popularity of Mardi Gras coins is a tribute to 
the man who started the modern practice of throwing these souvenirs from parade floats in 
1960 


Sharpe was a self-taught artist. He had a walk-up studio on Chartres Street in the heart 0 
the French Quarter when I first interviewed him in early 1964. Just the year before, | 
Sharpe had persuaded the captain of the Krewe of Rex to try aluminum "coins" along with 
the traditional glass beads as Mardi Gras throws. Of the eighty thousand doubloons) 
struck that first year, thirty were made of silver to be presented to parade officials Today, | 
the original aluminum pieces command premiums as high as $100 each, baut the silvers. 
sell for $1,500 apiece. 


Al Sharpe made his mark as an artist long before doubloons were introduced. In 1931, a 
commission by New Orleans Board of Trade to prepare eight murals for their exchange) 
building earned him local recognition. His etchings were popular in art and souvenir shops | 
throughout the city. But his real love was intaglio engraving - the handcutting of dies in: 
steel and in reverse--for use with the medals he prepared for Mardi Gras. Before Sharpe) 
died in 1982 almost all of the krewes of Mardi Gras used doubloons. More than 200) 
different issues carried his 'H A.S‘' initials 


So popular did Sharpe's doubloons become that other parades including New Orleans' St. | 
Patrick's Day march copied the idea. None matched the success of the Mardi Gras. 
Today, doubloons are as much a part of the Mardi Gras festival as the jazz bands, the gay 
and gaudy costumes, the balls and floats. The coins have become sought after collector 
items with several dealers specializing in them and at least two guide books published to. 
list the pieces. You can purchase doubloons for as little as five for one dollar, or pay as 
much as $1,500 for a particularly elusive specimen.

Some trade tokens can be called coupons of the past’ Their ‘cents off value stimulated 
trade in the same manner as coupons clipped from the food section of your newspaper, 
sour favorite magazine, or from the back of a packaged food product The advantage of 
the metallic coupon was that it could be used over and over again, and all the while that it 
warted in your change purse or pocket to be spent, it carried the message of the advertiser 
The disadvantage was that it carried no termination ot expiration date 


One such trade com brings back warm memories While I never tried the product, | did 
take advantage of tts promotions The token's obverse featured the portrait of a man who 
made the product famous--a man who called himself "Senator," practiced medicine 
without a license, and aspired to be governor of his home state J Dudley LeBlanc 
epitomized the old medicine show entrepreneur With equal parts of showmanship and 
alcohol, he made millions with HADACOL 


It was just about thirty years ago that the senator, he was on the Louisiana state level, 
brought his Hadacol Caravan to town and pitched tent The town for me was St. Louis 
and the tenting ground was Kiel Auditorium. Price of admission was one box top - half 
pint size would do That was a bargain, even then, to see Groucho Marx and cowboy 
singer Hank Williams For those not fortunate enough to live along the trail of the 
Hadacol Caravan, there was television There was one night a week when all you had to 
do was turn on your set, wait for it to warm up, and then after test patterns and Howdy 
Doody, there was Cousin Dud (as he sometimes called himself) in brilliant black and 
white And that show did not even cost a box top 


Hadacol had been on the market for almost four years when the caravan hit the road, 
leaving behind a trail of Hadacol caps, Hadacol T-shirts, Hadacol lipsticks, and Hadacol 
coins The public had a blast curing aches and pains, real or imagined. Hadacol cured 
everything but the hangovers it caused Sales soared from $75,000 the first year to more 
than $24 million in 1950 But then Uncle Sam played Carrie Nation The Federal Trade 
Commission found no curative powers in Hadacol, and suggested that it be sold in liquor 
stores, but not across the drug counter LeBlanc cried foul, his enemies were trying to 
keep him from becoming governor of Louisiana 


Cousin Dud changed his tune and calmed his advertising claims. His caravans ground to a 
halt’ Sales plummeted and Dudley looked for a pigeon to buy his enterprise--lock, stock 
and barrel You can still buy Hadacol today, but it is not the same product that advertised, 
“for a better tomorrow " Cousin Dud may have found his new day, but it was not as the 
Louisiana Medicine Man
